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Wounded Flier 
Tells of Raid 
Over Germany 


A letter from Sergeant-Ob- 
server John Carmichael, who, it 
was reported last week in The 
Chronicle, suffered’ a shrapnel 
wound in the leg in the course 
of a bombing raid over Northern 
Germany, is reprinted here for 
its wide reader-interest. John’s 
letter is breezy, humorous, de- 
scriptive and always cheerful. 
It was written on August 7 and 
Mr. and Mrs. D. W. Carmichael 
did not receive it until Wednes- 
day of last week. It follows in 
part: 
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Dear Folks: So far I have done 
only one raid over enemy terri- 
tory and that one put me in the 
hospital where I am writing this 
letter. It is nothing serious. 


On the night of Aug. 2 I went 
on my first raid to northern 
Germany as navigator. I had 
just dropped my big load of 
bombs when I was hit in the leg 
by a single piece of Jerry anti- 
aircraft shrapnel. It made a 
nice little hole on the inside of 
my left leg just below the knee 
in the fleshy part There wasn’t 
much pain and the wireless op- 
erator wrapped it up with some 
field dressing which is carried 
in the plane. I was quite able to 
do the navigation work and we 
got back home in the early mor- 
ning when I was taken to hos- 
pital. I was the only one hit in 
the plane—and I believe it was 
about the only piece that hit the 
plane because we were flying 
quite high. ve 

They operated on my leg on 
Aug. 3 and took out the shrap- 
nel. It was about square shaped 
and a little smaller than a dice. 
Before the operation there was 
not much pain but afterwards I 
didn’t feel so hot although all 
pain has disappeared and I have 
not had any since. They gave me 
some pills which caused the ill- 
ness. One nurse said they were 
to prevent pain and another said 
they were to prevent infection 
as the shrapnel also took in 
some of my trousers. They also 
used the scissors on my trous- 
ers and ruined the best Canad- 
ian Air Force trousers I had. 


Over Germany 

It was quite a sight when we 
got over Germany. There were 
searchlights for miles around in 
every direction. We were 3 miles 
up and they were shining above 
us. There were also flashes of 
various colors bursting all over 
the country—anti-aircraft shells 
going off. It was quite a fire- 
works display and very interest- 
ingto look at although you knew 
bloody well that it you they were 
after. We didn’t see any Jerry 
fighters because anti-aircraft 
and fighters are never in the 
same place. 

The second day I was in hos- 
pital I was pleased when a wo- 
man from the Canadian Red 
Cross came to see me. She gave 
me a package of Canadian cig- 
arettes, a package of gum and 
some maple sugar. They also 
have a library service which 
comes around to your bed twice 
a week. There are a few other 
Canadians here but none in the 
ward with me, 


Telegrams received by their 
parents on Tuesday night stated 
that Jack Fleming and Warren 
Hall, who joined the R.C.A.F. 
three weeks ago and have been 
stationed at Edmonton, were 
leaving that night for training 
in Saskatoon.

years to raising purebred stock, 
is no exception to this rule. His 
physical appearance is typically 
that of the stockman. Standing 
a full six feet, built in propor- 
tion, and straight as an arrow, 
Frank Collicutt commands at- 
tention in any gathering.” 

The story goes to give a de- 
tailed account of Mr. Collicutt’s 
career and reveals that he came 
to Alberta in 1890 as a youth 
with his parents from St. John, 
New Brunswick. Frank later 
exercised his homestead rights 
on a location west of his ‘father’s 
place, in the mouth of McPher- 
son’s Coulee, where his present 
ranch is located. He spent time 
riding the range and for several 
years rode range for the late 
Senator “Pat” Burns. From ’06 
until 712 he was cattle buyer for 
the late Senator: In 1912 Frank 
Collicutt bought the herd of the 
Baxter-Reid Syndicate in Olds, 
and moved the cattle to the Wil- 
low Spring Ranch. At that time 
his ranch consisted of 320 acres 
and now his total land holdings 
are approximately 5000 acres. 


Largest Registered 
Herd in Canada 

The Collicutt herd at the pre- 
sent time numbers in excess of 
500 head, in spite of the large 
number of animals that are sold 
each year. This makes it the 
largest purebred Herefor1 ranch 
in Canada, and among the larg- 
est in North America. 

Mr. Collicutt’s annual sale is 
scheduled this year for Tuesday, 
October 21, the animals to be 
offered being selected by Mr. 
Collicutt personally. 


In 1910 Mr. Collicutt married 
Miss Margaret Murdoch, herself 
a pioneer of the province, whose 
father, the late George Mur- 
doch, became Calgary’s first 
mayor when it was incorporated 
as a town in 1884, They had one 
son. and three daughters, but in 
1934 death took their only son, 
George, who gave every promise 
of being a worthy successor to 
his father, 

In tribute to his son’s mem- 
ory, Mr. Collicutt founded the 
“George Collicutt Memorial” at 
the annual Calgary Livestock 
Show and Bull Sale. This com- 
petition is restricted to junior 
exhibitors and by this means is 
fostering junior work with boys 
and girls all over the province. 

Mr. Collicutt is always first to 
admit that to Mrs, Collicutt, as 
much as to himself, belongs the 
credit for what measure of suc- 
cess has been obtained in pure- 
bred Hereford breeding.

School Opens 
With Enrolment 
Of 137 Pupils 


Some of them almost eager, 
187 pupils commenced the 1941- 
42 school term on Monday after 
an extended summer vacation, 
when opening was delayed for 
three weeks due to the infantile 
paralysis epidemic in the prov- 
ince. 

The total enrolment is slight- 
ly less at present than last year, 
but W. K. Gish, principal, states 
that the number will probably 
swell to about 145 when stu- 
dents enroll who are now either 
helping on the farms or who 
have not returned from vaca- 
tion. The 187 pupils are divided 
into three groups: Primary 
(grades 1 to 6 inclusive), 65; in- 
termediate (grades 7 to 9 inclu- 
sive), 40, and high school (10 to 
12 inclusive), 82. There are ten 
new pupils this term enrolled in 
grade one, 

Mr. Gish stated that the num- 
ber of boys in the high school 
grades this term would have 
been greater than any other 
term in the school’s history had 
it not been for the heavy drain 
by boys entering the various 
branches of The Service..

AGAIN EXPORT 
MORE WHEAT 


2,913,816 Bushels Sent 
Overseas in Week 
Ended Sept. 19 
OTTAWA, Sept. 23.—Export clear- 
ances af Canadian wheat amounted 


to 2,913,816 bushels in the week 
ended Sept. 19 compared with 2,432,- 


~ 489 bushels in the previous week 


and 1,532,713 bushels in the corres- 
ponding week last year, the Domin- 
ion bureau of statistics said today. 

Wheat - receipts in the Prairie 
provinces in the week ended Sept. 
19 were 17,895,524 bushels, an in- 
crease of 2,150,077 bushels over the 
preceding week. In the same week 
last year receipts were 29,108,104. 

Receipts by provinces with 1940 
figures in brackets: Manitoba 1,044,- 
927 (5,635,042); Saskatchewan 5,- 
446,304 (17,727,231); Alberta 1,404,- 
293 (5,745,831) bushels. 

Marketings in the Prairie prov- 
inces from Aug. 1 to Sept. 19 com- 
pared with the same period in 1940: 
Manitoba 17,467,549 (18,765,246); Sas- 
katchewan 23,131,067 (58,662,806) ; 
Alberta 8,539,939 (5,745,831) bushels. 

Canadian wheat in store during 
the week ended Sept. 19 totalled 
472,866,892 bushels an increase of 
1,589,143 bushels over the previous 
week and an increase of 114,970,855 
bushels over the corresponding week 
last year. 

Stocks of wheat in Canadian ele- 
vators totalled 447,519,266 bushels 
in the week ended Sept. 19 against 
445,318,591 bushels in the previous 
week and 321,704,823 bushels in the 
same week a year ago. 


Canadian wheat in the United 
States amounted to 25,347,626 bush- 
els fn the week ended Sept. 19 com- 
pared with 25,929,158 bushels in the 
previous week and 36,191,214 bushels 
a@ year ago.
